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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's response filed on 1 1/20/2002 has been fully considered. All 
rejections have been withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments and comments. 

2. Claim 1 is amended, claims 13-18. 20 and 21 are canceled, and claims 1-12 and 
19 are pending. 



3. Claims 9-12 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

a. In claims 9 and 19, it is not clear if a non-transferable dye is added to the transfer 
paper or the base paper. 

b. In claim 10, it is not clear if printing is conducted on the transfer paper or the 
base paper. 

c. In claims 1 1 and 1 9, it is not clear if the transfer paper has a photo quality or the 



base paper has a photo quality. 

d. In claims 12 and 19, it is not clear if the transfer paper has a single or multiple 
coated base or the base paper has a single or multiple coated base. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



4. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

5. Claims 9-12 and 19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 



6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
